I have made careful 
inquiries about the coal situation 
and it seems to me that it is highly 
probably there may be a coal shor- 
tave in Western Canada next fall 
and winter.

will draw much more heavily than 
usual on Western Canada for their 
upplies next fall and winter, The 
prairie farmer therefore who 
need coal next winter, would be 
well advised to buy their coal sup 
plies quickly possible By 
doing this they have nothing to lose

Such signs 
shall not be more than three feet 
high and two feet wide. An annual 
license fee of $2 must be paid to 
the board for each sign.
